SHOOTING AT 
TRENTON 



Marshal Dickinson Fatally 
Shot in Making an 
Arrest. 



NEGRO STILL AT LARGE. 



Posse in Hot Pursuit and a 
Lynching Probable if the 
Fugitive Is Caught. 



All Trerton is arroused over the 
shooting of John C. Dickinson, city 
marshal, last Saturday night, by 
Godfrey Ray, a negro. 

John Chestnut, colored, had a 
quarrel with Ray who, he claimed, 
knocked him down. He related his 
troubles to Dickinson, who started 
with him in search of Ray. The ne- 
gro was found in the outskirts of 
f renton and when approached by 
the officer, was told jthat he was uu- 
der arrest. 

Without a word he stepped back, 
pulled his revolver and fired. Chest- 
nut Sprang forward as Ray pulled 
his weapon and knocked him down. 
The shot went true, however, and 
Dickinson sank to the ground with a 
bullet through the body. 

The negro belongs in Tennessee. 
As soon as he fired he ran and made 
his escape, and went in the direc- 
tion of Guthrie. Yesterday it was 
reported that he had been located 
near Guthrie. 

As soon as the shooting [occurred 
Chief Roper was notified and was 
asked to send the blood hounds to 
Trenton. Officer Booth Morris and 
Councilman Armstrong went up at 
once, taking the hounds with them. 
In a few minutes tbe hounds took 
the trail of the negro and did 
splendid work for five or six miles, 
but failed to locate the negro. 

Marshal Dickinson is a very popu- 
lar man and great indignation exists 
among the people in and around 
Trenton. A posse was in pursuit of 
the negro all Saturday night and 
Sunday, intent on finding him if 
possible. So enraged are they that 
every effort will be made to arrest 
him, and if they succeed a lynching 
on short notice may be expected. 

Dickinson Dead. 

Marshal Dickinson died yester- 
day morning at nine o'clock. Up 
to yesterday afternoon Ray was 
still at large. 

Three Hundred Hogsheads. 

The local salesmen for the Dark 
Tobacco District Association reports 
the sale of 300 hogsheads since last 
report at satisfactory prices The 
tobacco sold was made up of low 
grade lugs. Sales are still being 
made about as fast as it can be 
opened. The organization has most 
of its good tobacco yet on hand and 
has no doubt of being able to place 
t at much better figures than last 
year. A close estimate of the Dark 
tobacco in sight in all home markets 
places the number of hogsheads on 
hand at 7,000. The Association holds 
all of it. All tobacco outside of the 
Association has been bought up at; 
lower figures than asked by the As- 
sociation. The Association is master 
of the situation and will take advan- 
tage of it. 

Divorce Granted. 

A decree of divorce has been 
granted in the Hamilton county 
(Ohio) Court of common pleas to 
Mrs. Addie McGehee from her hus- 
band, Mr. Morton McGehee, of this 
city.— Clarksville Leaf- Chronicle.

Five Arrests Saturday. 

The police made five arrests Satu- 
rady. Two for breach of the peace, 
two for drunkenness and one for 
disorderly conduct. 



Much important business was 
transacted at the meeting of the 
council Friday night, which was at- 
tended by all of the members with 
the mayor presiding. 

The usual monthly reports were 
received and filed and the regular 
budget of August, accounts amount- 
ing to $397.83, allowed. 

Cnas. Knight appeared before the 
council and complained that a pond I 
100 feet long and 30 feet wide had i 
formed in front of his property and I 
asked that it be drained. The matter j 
was referred to the street commit- 
tee. Mr. Knight said the pond was 
due to the change of the street grade 
and asked that the old grade be re- 
stored. 

A petition was presented from cit- 
izens of the Seventh ward asking for 
an additional street light on Wes 
Seventh street. Referred to corpo- 
rations committee. 

Sidney Elliott was granted lunch 
room license to operate on Virginia 
street, a condition being that the 
door leading into an adjoining saloon 
be loaked on Sundays. 

Much time was devoted to discuss- 
ing a|reet matters and ordinances 
were-^assed ordering curbing and 
pavements, brick or concrete, on 
north side of West Ffteenth street, 
west side of Belmont street from 
seventh to Ninth, and concrete side- 
walk on Main street from Eighth to 
Ninth. All to be done within 30 
days. 

The settlement made with the ad- 
ministrator of Gus Tandy, deceased, 
for tax collections for the five years, 
190*2 to July 28, 1906, was submitted 
and accepted by the council. Com- 
missioners Frank Rives and Chas. O. 
Prowse were allowed $125 for 25 days 
in going over the books and making 
out the reports in detail. Hunter 
Wood, Jr., attorney forVVm. Tandy. 
Admr., paid over $2,201.51 in full 
settlement and the council ordered 
all of the late collector's bonds re- 
leased. The uncollected taxes, 
amounting to $12,300, will be placed 
in the hands of H. C. Moore, the 
present collector. The settlement 
made by Messrs. Rives and Prowse 
was the first made in five years and 
called for an immense amount of la- 
borious clerical work. 

Similar settlements have been or- 
dered with L. C. Cravens and Alex- 
ander Campbell, previous collectors, 
whose delinquent books have never 
been closed. 

The matter of widening the Sev- 
enth street bridge heretofore laid 
before the council by Mayor Meach- 
am was brought up and discussed 
favorably. On motion of Councilman 
Davis the mayor was authorized to 
appoint a committee to act with him- 
self in preparing plans for the work 
and estimating the cost and report- 
ing same to the council. The mayor 
appointed Councilmen Davis and 
Armstrong. The heavy stone copings 
taking up five feet of valuable space 
will be removed and the space util- 
ized for walks and an iron f jot bridge 
put on thescuuh side of the bridge groom 
and iron railings on both sides. It 
is expected that the cut stone, 2,510 
s iiiaiv feet of the finest quality of 
stone, will sell for almost enough to 
provide the improvements and add 
ten feet more of sidewalks.

The convict whose idle hours 
are, the bitterest of his term of 
imprisonment must kill time 
clandestinely unless the governor 
or the chaplain is willing to take 
a very broad view of the regula- 
tions iu order to help him. Some- 
times a ■killed workman of an in- 
dustrious turn of mind will ap- 
peal to one or other of these gen- 
tlemen to find him some employ- 
ment for Lis spare time. Thus a 
clever wood carver mentioned in 
a recent report of the prison com 
missioners was able to present to 
the chapel a really magnificently 

carved eagle lectern in oak. en- 
tirely the work of his own hands, 
and done in hours which mi^lil 
otherwise have been spent in soli- 
tude and idleness. 

An ex governor of a great 
prison has in his possession a 
remarkably- handsome sideboard 
in walnut, which was made for 
him by a convict of a prison 
where he was governor for some 
ten years. The man Appealed to 
him for some means of killing 
time, and, knowing the man to be 
a cabinet maker, lie provided him 
with wood and tools. The side 
board was the surprising result, 
and in consequence of it. when 
the convict took his discharge, 
there was a substantial present 
from fhe governor to help him in 
making a fresh start in life. 
Moreover, while thus employed 
his hand was not losing its cun- 
ning nor his mind lying fallow, 
and his chances of leading an 
honest life thereafter were there- 
fore greatly increased. 

On the other hand, prisoners 
have been known to kill time se- 
cretly by such melancholy devices 
as making mats aud baskets of 
straw taken from their beds, 
rather than simply sit and brood. 
Others have set themselves to 
count the number of times cer- 
tain letters occur in the Bible, 
with a copy of which every ton 
vict is provided, and it is quite a 
common practice for prisoners to 
learn whole chapters, gospels and 
epistles by heart. A certain 
hardened character ouce commit- 
ted to memory the whole of the 
Old Testament, but the moral 
good it did him could not have 
been very great, for two da\s 
after his release he committed a 
burglary, for which he was sen- 
tenced to three years' imprison 
ment.

The proposed change of the char- 
ter of the Tobacco Association is 
discussed on all aides, since we pub- 
lished it last week. We present 
several articles today: 
Editor Kentuckian:— 

In your issue of Sept. S there ap- 
pears an interview with Mr. C. F. 
Jarrett, salesman at Hopkinsville 
for the Dark Tobacco Association, 
in which he says: "The cost of sell- 
ing a hogshead of tobacco is now 
$1.75, whereas it used to be $6 or 
$7," evidently referring in each case 
to the warehouse charge. 

Now it is exceedingly strange how 
a man of Mr. Jarrett's intelligence 
and close connection with the tobac- 
co trade could make a statement so 
far from the facts in the case. 

The truth is that for ten years or 
more the warehousemen of Hopkins- 
ville have had a uniform price of 
$2.50 per hogshead for warehouse- 
ing, coopering and selling a hogs- 
head of tobacco. 

If the seller wanted his tobacco in- 
sured he paid 25 cents per hogshead 
for the first 60 days and 25 cents per 
month or fractional part of a month 
thereafter. So where a hogshead 
was sold within 60 days from time 



farmer was $2.75 per hogshead, not 
$6 to $7, as Mr. Jarrett states. 

In the past fifteen years we have 
sold for Mr. Jarrett, both as pro- 
ducer and broker, numbers of hogs- 
heads of tobacco for which he never 
paid over $2.50 per hogshead unless 
there was insurance or reviews on 
same. 

Now lets see what it costs the 
farmer to sell under the auspices of 
the Association. To begin with is 
$1.75 paid the storage house for 
sampling, coopering and storing, 
also, 25 cents per month insurance 
and one per cent, commission on the 
gross amount the hogshead brings, 
paid to the Association. Assuming 
the time the insurance is carried 
to be 60 days, and that the price ob- 
tained is $115.00 per hogshead, we 
have $1.75 plus $.50 plus $1.15 mak- 
ing $3.40 per hogshead the cost for 
selling through the Association, as 
compared with $2.75 per hogshead 
through the regular warehouses, 
and in this charge I have said noth- 
ing of the 24 bundles of tobacco tak- 
en from each hogshead prized, and 
turned in to the Association, which 
the farmer loses and the Association 
gets. 

Mr. Jarrett speaks of the one per 
cent, commission as though it were 
an insignficant sum, barely enough 
to pay expenses. Yet if they sell 
35,770 hogsheads, as he claims, this 
one per cent, will cost the farmers 
approximately $41,135.50. This 
should buy postage at least. 

We have no bricks to throw at the 
Association, but certainly no legit- 
imate business needs to be bolster- 
ed up with such misstatements in re- 
gard to the business of other people.

A FARMER WANTS TO KNOW 



If the Charter ol the Planters' Protective As- 
ciation ol Kentucky, Tennessee and Vir- 
ginia Supersedes the Dark District To- 
bacco Planters' Association ol Kentucky 
and Tennessee. 



Mr. Editor:— 

Under the date of Sept. 1st, you 
published the charter of the Plant- 
ers' Protective Association of Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee and Virginia. 

The above styled corporation was 
organized on the 8th day of May, 
1906, with the following three law- 
yers, (not farmers) as incorporators, 
viz: J. E. Garner, Jr., S. F. Davis 
and S. Walton Forgy. The total 
capital stock of this corporation is 
only $200, divided into 200 shares of 
par value of $1 each. 

"The nature of the business, and 
the object and purpose proposed to 
be transacted, promoted and carried 
on by the corporation, shall be to 
BUY, OWN and SELL TOBACCO of 
all kinds, and to act as agent in re- 
ceiving, storing, insuring, handling, 
selling and re-selling, (speculative 
accounts) and otherwise dealing in 
tobacco on commission or other- 
wise." 

The officers. C. H. Fort, presi- 
dent; E. T. Bondurant, vice-presi- 
dent; N. E. Green, secretary; Geo. 
Snadon, treasurer, and F. G. Ewing, 
general manager. 

Now, what I want to know, and 
what every tobacco grower has a 
right to know. Does the Planters' 
Protective Association of Kentucky, 
Tennessee and Virginia supersede 
the organization that we farmers 
organized when we met at Guthrie, 
Ky., Sept. 24th, 1904, and drafted a 
onstitution for an organization to 
known as the Dark- District To- 
bacco Planters' Association of Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee? 

We now call on President C. H. 
Fort and General Manager F. G. 
Ewing, (as they are the officers of 
both Associations) to publicly ex- 
plain the relationship of each cor 
poration to the other. 

The constitution of the Dark Dis- 
trict Tobacco Planters' Association 
provides, {Section 2): "The object 
of the Asociation shall be to assist 
each member in grading and selling 
his tobacco." (Sections), provides, 
"This Association is being organized 
and OFFICERED ALONE for the 
protection of the tobacco planter." 

We have placed our tobacco in the 
hands of this corporation for sale, 
being assured that 70 to 85 per cent, 
of the crop of the dark tobacco dis- 
trict is under its absolute control, 
trusting all to our General Manager, 
F. G. Ewing. Now why should he 
and our other officers, when they al- 
ready have 85 per cent, of the crop 
in their hands, organize the Plant- 
ers' Protective Association of Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee and Virginia, whose 
purpose is to buy, own and deal in 
tobacco ? 

From whom does General Manager 
F. G. Ewing, of the P. P. A., Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee and Virginia, ex- 
pect to buy tobacco ? Except it be 
from the General Manager, Ewing, 
of the Dark District Tobacco Plant- 
ers' Association of Kentucky and 
Tennessee. 

Why does the P. P. A., of Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee and Virginia, have 
a capital stock of only $200? 

Who are the holders of that stock ? 

Why does he not permit the farm- 



ers to elect the directors? 

As the laws of Kentucky re- 
quire each director to be the 
holder of three shares, and as 
he proposes to have 42 directors, 
(126 shares) three incorporators, 9 
shares, and five officers, fifteen 
shares, making a total of 150 shares, 
or three-fourths of the total num- 
ber (200) shares of the capital stock, 
what is to prevent this Board of 
Directors from being a self-perpetu- 
ating body ? No matter who holds 
the remaining 50 shares, as the stock- 
holders only, have a right to vote. 

We ask Mr. Ewing if he can con- 
sistently occupy the position of Gen. 
Mgr. in our company where the 
farmers have unreservedly placed 
their tobacco for sale? And then 
organize another company for the 
purpose of buying and dealing in 
tobacco. 

W r e must confess that it is strain- 
ing our confidence too far. But this 
second Charter was kept in the dark. 

The possibilities of fraud are too 
great. We are not willing to have 
our business transacted under the 
Second Charter and we now 
call on all members of the Dark 
Tobacco District Pianters Associa- 
tion, to demand that our business be 
hereafter transacted under the pro- 
visions of the original constitution 
of the Dark Tobacco District Plant- 
ers Association of Kentucky and 
Tennessee, as drafted at Guthrie, 
September 24, 1904. 

Do not desert the ship but court 
martial her officers.

AN OPEN LETTER 



To the Farmers and Tobacco 
Growers that Have Pledg- 
ed Theis Crops, Either for 
One or Three Years 



To the Dark Diatrict Tobac- 
co Planters' Association of 
Kentucky, Tennessee and 
Virginia. 



You who have pledged your crops 
for sale, unreservedly in the hands 
of the Dark District Tobacco Plant- 
ers' Association of Kentucky, Ten 
nessee and Virginia, have a right to 
be and ought to own at least one 
share of the capital stock of said As 
sociation. Therefore you should de- 
mand that the capital stock be raised 
from 1,000 to 25,000 shares and that 
one share be issued to each farmer 
pledging his crop, (no farmer has a 
voice or vote in control, unless he 
has one share), and that each farmer 
so pledging his tobacco crop shall 
have the right to buy two more 
shares, making a total of three 
shares, which gives him enough to 
serve on the directory should he be 
elected. Also that no stock should 
be sold or issued to any one except 
he be a farmer, and under no condi- 
tion could any one stockholder own 
or possess more than three shares. 
Hold the control of the stock in the 
hands of its members. All employ- 
should be paid salaries, and the 
dividends derived from commissions 
should be paid to all members on 



their one or three shares of stock. 

You should have your very best 
men from eaoh county member of 
directors. Yc*i should demand that 
any officer or director, that should 
he have any interest or connection 
with any firm, individual or corpora- 
tion that is a buyer of or dealer in 
tobacco, that he should immediately 
sever his connection with and resign 
his place as director— or position as 
officer of the Dark District Tobacco 
Planters Association of Kentucky, 
Tennessee and Virginia. Therefore 
you should see to it, that any officer 
or stockholder of the Planters Pro- 
tective Association of Kentucky, 
Tennessee and Virginia (an organi- 
zation to buj , own and deal in to- 
bacco) is debarred from any connec- 
tion with your association, or where- 
ever there is an employee you should 
see that he has no joint account with 
said corporation, firm or individual. 
Your officers, graders, warehouse- 
men and salesmen should be men of 
unquestionable integrity and where 
any one of these known to have 
been connected with, in the past, 
any doubtful transaction they should 
be immediately discharged. 

Your storage or warehousemen, 
should be the direct representation 
of the farmer, and as such should 
have the right to jointly pass on the 
grading and classing of tobacco with 
the graders with the right to reject 
whenever grading or sale made was 
not in his judgment enough price 
for the tobacco entrusted to his care 
in nis storage house. Your storage 
or warehouseman should be required 
to report what grades your tobacco 
was placed and price immediately to 
the owners of the tooacco so, each 
could have time to instruct whether 
he accept same or not. 

There should be some direct re- 
sponsibility to the farmer, some one 
that is individually responsible. The 
one to whom he can go and discuss 
the question of price and quality of 
his tobacco. 

See to the election of your County 
Chairman next Saturday Sept. 8th, 
and elect a man that will carry out 
your instructions.
